It's always u good idea to get rid of excise 
taxes. 
These are nuisance taxes, created as a tem­ 
porary method of raising federal government 
revenue during a national emergency. These 
taxes if experience in two world wars is any 
indication are extremely difficult to remove. 
They have a tendency to become permanent. 
It is difficult to define a luxury although the at­ 
tempt is made by Congress every time it passes 
and excise tax. 
Automobiles are a necessity for many persons. 
They are widely used in business. 
Long distance telephone calls fall into the same 
category. They are a necessity in the new spaper 
business for news coverage, handling circulation 
and advertising. Many businesses use long dis­ 
tance telephone calls extensively. 
A camera is no longer a fad in a newspaper 
news room if it ever w as. People demand new s­ 
paper pictures and they provide a graphic way 
of telling the news. They often tell the story 
better than words. 
Yet new cars, long distance calls and photo­ 
graphic supplies have been subject to excise 
tax for many years after the end of World War 
II. These taxes have exerted an unhealthy re­ 
straint on trade. 
The harm of these nusanee taxes on such 
luxury items as women’s furs and jewelry 
outweigh any benefit to government financing 
during peacetime. The fur and jewelry indus­ 
tries employ people a il Cit have an important 
role to play in the nation’s economy. They are 
factors in producing prosperity and are bread and 
butter to those who depend on income from them 
for a livelihood. 
For these reasons the country is rejoicing 
that Congress at last has given the people re­ 
lief from unfair, unwise and inequitable taxa­ 
tion. An irritation is being lifted off the pocket- 
books of consumers. 
Removal of the taxes should encourage many 
more Americans to buy merchandise, formerly 
heavily taxed. This should stimulate the economy 
at a time when there 
are signs the boom is 
beginning to falter. 
The position of Congressman Paul Jones in 
opposing the cuts because there has been no 
corresponding effort to reduce federal spending 
is understandable. 
Without question he is right in principle in 
maintaining that if federal revenue is reduced 
from any source other ways must be found to 
prodifce the income lost. 
But 
Amebean people have waited long 
and patiently 
for relief from 
excise tax 
levies that make no sense in peacetime. It 
is true that there have been much better times 
to remove them than now but history cannot 
be altered and the action taken by Congress 
is long overdue. 
Almost any method used to raise federal 
revenues is better than the excise tax route. 
There is no merit in perpetuating unjust taxa­ 
tion.

PONDS ON 
FARMS CAN BE DANGEROUS 
The farm pond, long a useful farm resource, 
can become a death trap for swimmers when 
precautions are forgotten. 
To make ponds safe for recreational purposes, 
the National Safety Council suggests: 
Place a fence that can’t be climbed around the 
pond so children can’t play there without adult 
supervision. 
Mark safe swimming areas. 
Place warning signs at danger points. 
Provide lifesaving devices, such as ring buoys, 
ropes or long poles. 
Post safety instructions for swimming and 
boating. 
Don’t permit swimmers to swim alone.

CHANGING THE WEATHER 
“ When the heaven is shut up, and there is no 
rain. . .” — II Chronicles, vi, 26. 
The Old Testament lament has its echo this 
year in northeastern United States. Government 
officials say that unless rainfall in the region 
is more than normal this summer, water ration­ 
ing is to be expected in many areas of southern 
New England, eastern New York and Penn­ 
sylvania and northern New Jersey. Reservoirs 
feeding New York City’s water system already 
are so low Unit a glass of water cannot legally 
be 
offered 
a 
restaurant 
patron unless he 
specifically requests one. 
Under the circumstances, it is not surprising 
to find 
man again trying to exert technical in­ 
fluence on the weather. Weather modification 
is as old as the rain dance and its results just 
about as uncertain. But a bill has been intro­ 
duced in New York’s state legislature, at the 
request of a dozen county farm bureaus, to 
permit the counties to join together and put up 
money for a vast cloud-seeing project. 
Modern scientific rainmaking started in 1946 
when a General Electric scientist dropped dry 
ice into a cloud over the Berkshire hills of 
Massachusetts and thereby apparently brought 
about precipitation. After two ensuing decades 
of experimentation, the direct evidence 
of 
success in inducing rain to fall in large quantity 
is disappointingly small. 
Moreover, what the sky giveth to one area it 
may take away from another. Artificial cloud- 
seeding efforts usually bring, more lawsuits 
from suspicious neighbors than they do rain 


from the heavens. Commercial rainmakers 
concede that J he lr business has fallen off in 
recent years because of the uncertainty of the 
results. For the present, man will Just have to 
be patient and wait for nature to sort out the 
weather more to his liking.

RETAILING SUFFERS WHEN 
ADVERTISING IS CUT 
Newspapers do not have to “ sell” advertising 
to those who know public opinion bt'st -- that 
is, political experts. 
Between August and November more than a 
billion dollars will lie spent on political ad­ 
vertising in local, state, and national contests. 
Details concerning major candidates will bt' 
repeatedly publicized even though voters are 
already well acquainted with them. 
The politician, whatever his stature, does not 
make the mistake of assuming that the public 
has tastes which are fixed by first impres­ 
sions. 
The political scientist correctly assumes that 
the public generally has a short memory and a 
fickle loyalty. 
“ I begin each campaign with the assumption 
that no one remembers any good I have done, 
that no one owes me anything, and that I owe the 
public 
everything,” states a venerable Con­ 
gressman who has served his district 28 years. 
His philosophy makes good advice for anyone 
planning advertising for a business. For, like 
images, retail markets and brand names are 
in constant danger when advertising is relaxed.

The m ajor, a slender form er 
Army tankman, won his nick­ 
name because of his piercing 
green eyes.

His grandfather, 
a Choctaw 
Indian from Georgia, lost his 
leg at the age of 13 while 
fighting for the Confederacy Lu 
the Battle of Chickamauga.

ft is the Senator’s thesis 
that the government has not 
paid enough attention to thou­ 
sands of such funds. 
“ This is a capsulized ver­ 
sion,” said he recently in ref­ 
erence to two unions under 
probe, “ of a problem which 
feces 
this 
country 
nation­ 
wide.'* 
“ Today th re is a total of 
approxim ately $65 billion 
in 
union w elfare and pension funds. 
These funds are increasing at 
the rate of about $5 billion a 
y e a r .'Tills increase will tend 
to snowball. 
“ ft is vital for the protec­ 
tion of the individual w orker, 
as well a s for the economy 
of this nation, that increased 
attention be paid to these wel­ 
fare 
and 
pension funds and 
that they be sufficiently regu­ 
lated to a ssu re their availabil­ 
ity 
for 
the 
Intended 
bene­ 
ficiaries. . ." 
The Senator asserted all this 
in his request for money and 
authority for his famous com ­ 
m ittee. 
What brings him to New York 
for a one-man hearing shortly 
is a complex of funds and founda­ 
tions put together by the chap 
who led both unions which have

Senate scrutiny. 
Running two o r even three local 
unions at the same time is not 
unique for some union chiefs. 
This fellow, George B arasch, 
held two ch arters and som e 
rather global ideas. He was at 
the sam e tim e the leader of a 
T ea m ste rs' Local in New York 
and of the Allied Trades Coun­ 
cil in northern New Jersey. The 
T eam sters unit had Jurisdic­ 
tion over chemical and pharm a­ 
ceutical processing firm s. 
H ie Allied Trades Council 
with 1,000 m em bers was an af­ 
filiate 
of 
the 
International 
L eather 
Goods, 
Plastic and 
Novelty W orkers' Union (AFL- 


CIO). The council aud the big un­ 
ion 
recently 
divorced them ­ 
selves on the grounds of mutual 
acrim ony and disaffection. 
About a decade ago, at the 
beginning of this era of the 
new class, money began to ac­ 
cum ulate in the trea su ries of 
B arasch 's two locals. Being 
im aginative, he counted the m il­ 
lions and decided it was silly 
to let them lie around just 
gathering interest. 


So, a s he asknowl edged to 
this column recently, he o r­ 
ganized something called the 
Churchill A ssociates, yielding 
to some latent Anglophile senti­ 
ment. The A ssociates then man­ 
aged the welfare and pension 
funds of both unions. 
And with a gesture tow ards 
economic feshions in other c ir­ 
cles, B arasch's unions set up 
two foundations. Some financ­ 
ing came from a w elfere fund 
and other monies from one of 
the union treasuries. 
He adm its that these founda­ 
tions attracted the intense in­ 
te re st of the Senate probers and 
the 
anger 
of the com m ittee 
chairm an. 
But 
there 
is no 
charge of m isappropriation of 
money. 


One fund is known a s the 
Crom well 
Research 
Founda­ 
tion. The other: the Inter-Chem­ 
ical Research Foundation. 
For reasons only B arasch, 
and probably Sen. M cClellan, 
know, one venture was char­ 
te re d in L iberia. Hie other in 
Puerto Rico. 
Some $100,000 of one of the 
m ulti • million dollar founda­ 
tions, says Barasch, w as de­ 
posited in a Swiss hank. Ques­ 
tioned 
about 
this, 
B arasch 
sta te s he thought it would be 
a good idea to have ready mon­ 
ey there for groups of w orkers 
and students dispatched abroad 
by the foundations. 
A 
delegation 
of unionists 
did go to London last August 
fo r university lectures, 
and 
B arasch asse rts that he had 
been 
making 
plans for fur­ 
th e r implementation of the foun­ 
dations' monies. 
But he also has stirred Sen. 
M cC lellan's interest with his 
recent resignation from the un­ 
ion 
posts to assum e the di­ 
rectorship of the network of 
funds. The Senator also charges 
that Barasch has retained the 
right to name his successor as 
tru ste e of the welfere and pen­ 
sion funds. 
Otvlously the global-minded, 
precedent - making foundation- 
creating labor official will be 
squarely on the spot In this 
opening dram a of Sen.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — Hie contro­ 
versy is 
still 
raging inside 
the White House over whether 
to bomb the Soviet antiaircraft 
m issiles around Hanoi before 
they can be used against UJJ, 
planes over North Viet Nam. 
But the Air Force and Navy 
are fer more w orried atvut the 
air-to-air m issiles th a ta re c a r­ 
ried by Soviet-made planes now 
In North Viet Nam. 
The R ussians have flown in 
more than a dozen supersonic 
MIG-21 fighters and RL-28light 
jet bombers -—a story that has 
already leaked is the arriv al of 
another 50 MIG-19 fighters in 
crates sent by sea from the 
Soviet Union. 
Once uncratedandarm edw ith 
deadly 
a ir • to • a ir m issiles, 
these MIGS will be fer more 
dangerous than the m ore publi­ 
cized ground - to - a ir m issiles 
now 
being 
installed 
around 
Hanoi. 
For this reason, the gener­ 
als and adm irals have asked 
the P resident's perm ission to 
destroy the planes on the ground 
at 
their 
North 
Vietnamese 
bases. 
Note: 
President Johnson is 
deliberately 
striking 
North 
Vietnamese targ ets, 
e v e r 
closer to the Chinese border. 
He has on his desk a plan for 
cutting all the railway and high­ 
way 
routes 
connecting 
Red 
China and North Viet Nam. So 
fer, he hasn't given the go­ 
ahead, except for hitting iso­ 
lated targets in the fer north. 
—WARNING OF WAR— 
A very firm though informal 
warning has been conveyed to 
the United States by Soviet of­ 
ficials that the two countries ap­ 
pear headed for w ar. 
The warning was not in the na­ 
ture of an ultim atum , ft was 
couched in rather friendly lan- 
guage, yet it was m ost firm . 
Russian officials pointed out 
that the Soviet people had looked 
forward to a long period of bet­ 
ter understanding with the Unit­ 
ed States and at first felt that 
President Johnson was headed 
in this direction. 
But with the bombing of North 
Viet Nam, especially at a tim e 
when P rem ier Kosygin was in 
North Viet Nam on an official 
visit, the Russian people had 
been rudely and abruptly dis­ 
illusioned. And as the bombing 
has continued and intensified, 
there is m ore and m ore de­ 
term ination not to subm it. 
It 
was 
explained that the 
Soviet has its com m itm ents to 
socialist countries, just as the 
United States has com m itm ents 
to NATO allies. And Russia 
cannot sit by and see one of its 
allies 
attacked aggressively. 
Fortunately, North Viet Nam 
has been winning, it was indi­ 
cated, or the Soviet might have 
moved before this. 
“ The United States has asked 
us to participate in joint aid for 
North Viet N am ,” the Russians 
said in brief. “ We have been 
giving foreign aid to North Viet 
Nam for some tim e in the form 
of the bridges which you have 
been bombing. Now you ask us 
to join you in rebuilding t h e 
bridges 
which 
you 
have 
destroyed. You can imaginehow 
we feel about this!" 
Hie Russian people do not 
want a war, Soviet officials have 
explained. They suffered 20 m il­ 
lion casualties in the last war. 
There is hardly a family that 
has not suffered the loss of a 
man. 
N evertheless, it was stated, 
the Russian people a re ready, 
if necessary, to fight. 
They have been trying to be 
courteous 
to 
A m ericans, 
despite their present feelings, 
as witness the recent reception 
to tile Cleveland O rchestra when 
it played in Moscow. 
But courtesy should not be 
confused with appeasem ent. Re­ 
luctantly, it was stated, the So­ 
viet government and its people 
a re getting prepared to go to 
war with the 
United States. 


—THE B-52 8TR IKE— 
The confidential catties from 
Saigon give a different picture 
of our a ir w arfare thai that ap­ 
pearing in the newspapers. Hie 
controversial 
B-52 
strike 
against a one-by-two mile patch 
of jungle was no Air Force fell- 
ure. 
The huge bom bers flew 2,600 
m iles from their Guam base 
and dropped 270 tons of bombs 
right on the bull's eye. 
It was no feult of the pilots 
that the Viet Cong, tipped off 
either by their spies or a ir 
raid warning system , got out 
in tim e. 
A m erican - South Viet Nam 
Rangers, who slipped into the

dropped, found only three dead 
and three wounded. But the tea 
kettles w ere still warm in the 
underground shelters where the 
Viet Cong had been. 
These underground shelters, 
incidentally, were as deep as 
32 feet — deep enough that the 
guerrillas would have been safe 
from the blockbusters, whose 
force was largely absorbed by 
the dense underbrush and the 
thick jungle carpet. 
Hie setback to the g u erril­ 
las, however, was that their 
secret hideouts can now be lo­ 
cated and hit. The heat from

since 1942.

Farnsw orth, di­ 
rector of H arvard U niversity's 
health services, said “ impa­ 
tience with injustice" is an at­ 
tribute which we should try to 
develop and encourage in our 
students. But such Im patience 
should not be so im pulsive as 
to be destructive of individuals 
o r id eas." 
Farnsw orth, in an address 
prepared for the annual conven­ 


tion of the National Education 
A ssociation, said student rebel­ 
lion can be channeled into con­ 
structive lines lf the college ad­ 
m inistration and teculty treat 
students with scrupulous fair­ 
ness and consistehcy^m d listen 
to their com plaints, no m atter 
how trivial. 
Another speaker, President 
E . K. Fretw ell of the A ssocia­ 
tion for Higher Education, sug­ 
gested that student lead ers be 
given a greater role in helping 
to run the colleges and universi­ 
ties. 
They 
have 
proven 
their 
ability in the Peace C orps, the 
civil rights movement and oth­ 
e r organized causes, Fretw ell 
said In a prepared address. 


“ Why not tap some of this 
energy, 
this dedication, this 
young-rnan-and-woman power to 
do the most im portant collegiate 
thing of all: organizing and fos­ 
tering 
the 
teaching-1 earning 
p ro ce ss?" he asked. 


Fretw ell, dean for academ ic 
development of the City Uni­ 
versity of New York, said, “ In 
the m atter of judgment, som e­ 
tim es In te rm s of practical 
idealism and just good sense, 
student groups have 
shown 
them selve considerably ahead 
of ad u lts." 
Farnsw orth noted that the 
older 
generation has always 
found much to criticize in youth, 
but he said “ the present situa­ 
tion probably calls for even 
more concern than u sual."

In Viet Nam. 
"Is it not known by all that 
the dirty aggressive war in Viet 
Nam was unleased by

United States?" asked the tall, 
bespectacled Soviet ambassa­ 
dor. 
He had left the ypera House 
scene before U. S. Ambassador 
Adlai E. Stevenson fired back; 
"I must say that the Soviet 
Union might do more by encour 
aging *’ 
-"ceful purposes of 


the United Nations than by at­ 
tacking my country for protect­ 
ing a small country 
from 
aggression and. indeed, assist­ 
ing the aggressor.** 
Before the exchange, U Thant 
had said the cold war appeared

WASHINGTON AP — Chair­ 
man Ray C. Bliss told the Re­ 
publican National Committee 
today he will try to discourage 
the creation of GOP organiza­ 
tions which will view for party 
funds. 
The committee Is concerned 
about splinter organizations and 
curious 
about the case of the 
ransacked desk at GOP head­ 
quarters. 
In his prepared statement 
there was no mention of the ran­ 
sacking incident and no direct 
reference to Barry Goldwater's 
new - born Free Society As­ 
sociation. 
However, Bliss told the com­ 
mittee members; 
"We will never have a strong, 
united party until our fund rais­ 
ing efforts are also united and 
coordinated. 
"It Is for this single reason 
that I view with some concern 
the creation of separate organ­ 
izations 
which solicit funds 
from 
Republicans, 
whether 
these organizations be liberal, 
moderate, or conservative. My 
first responsibility Is to finance 
the operation of the Republican 
National Committee. Until that 
operation is fully financed — 
and we are far from that posi­ 
tion at this moment — I, like 
my predecessors, 
must 
at­ 
tempt at least to discourage the 
creation of organizations which 
will compote with us in the 
soliciting of Republican funds. 
"However, once these organi­ 
zations become a reality 
we 
certainly will attempt to fully 
utilize the assistance they may 
render 
to 
the 
Republican 
cause." 
Bliss noted he has had only 89 
days in which to reorganize the 
party lineup since succeeding 
Dean Burch, who served as 
Chairman 
under Goldwater, 
1964 GOP presidential nominee. 
The 
chairman said nothing 
about his action in firing Wil­ 
liam Cody Kolly, longtime poll- 


tical associate who was 
his 
chief 
aide, 
for rummaging 
through the desk of finance di­ 
rector Frank J. Kovac. 
Kelly, who said he was look­ 
ing for evidence that Kovac was 
serving as a Goldwater 
spy, 
claimed the chairman 
first 
praised him for his nocturnal 
activity and then accepted his 
resignation for it. Bliss was si­ 
lent on this, dismissing the 
whole incident as an "internal 
problem" that had been solved. 
Goldwater’s action In setting 
up a new Free Society Associa­ 
tion dedicated to "enlightening 
the word 'conservative'," ap­ 
peared to liavo caused some 
concern 
among 
Republican 
leaders who feared such Inde­ 
pendent groups might 
cloud 
party policy and drain off con­ 
tributions. 
Goldwater has said his organi­ 
zation would need about $100,- 
000 annually but In the long run 
would save the party money. 
But some party leaders had 
doubts about whether 
such 
groups would help or harm the 
national party organization. 
A cross-section survey by The 
Associated press 
turned up 
these opinions; 
Gov. William W. Scranton of 
Pennsylvania; "I don’t approve 
of breaking up or proliferating 
the Republican party's cause. 
I’ve never joined any of the 
moderate groups that started 
up. I've never been a partici­ 
pant in them because I believe 
the party needs unity and needs 
everybody In It. I do not feel 
that In the long run the so- 
called 'splinter' groups will 
help the Republican cause." 
Rep. Gerald It. Ford of Michi­ 
gan, House minority leader; 
"It would lie better If all such 
organisations were within the 
framework of the regular Re­ 
publican organization. But If 
they are not, we will utilize 
their assistance and support." 


Warplanes S trike 16 Times 


SAIGON, South Viet NamAP— 
U. S. warplanes flew through 
overcast early today to strike 
16 times against the district 
capital of Toumorong, held by 
the Viet Cong since Saturday, 
U. S. military spolesmen said.

Marine Corps Phantom jets de­ 
stroyed one of two 105mmhow­ 
itzers the Communist guer­ 
rillas captured when they over­ 
ran Toumorong, In the central 
highlands, the spokesman said. 
The other gun was damaged, 
they added. 


The howitzers were the first 
field pieces of such size known 
to be In the hands of the Viet 
Cong. 
The town’s 120defending mili­ 
tiamen were presumed either 
killed or captured. 
Vietnamese relief forces ap­ 
parently were held back lo ­ 
calise of the danger of ambush 
to convoys traveling to the re­ 
mote region 290 miles north of 
Saigon and unsuitable 
flying 
conditions for helicopters. 
Only one road -- a muddy, 
winding trail—connects Tou­ 
morong with the nearest center 
of government strength, Kon- 
tum, 30 miles to the south. 
The Vlot Cong also was be­ 
lieved regrouping for another 
attack on Due Hoa, 20 miles 
west of Saigon. The Communists 
overran that village Saturday. 
But the retreating government 
troops counterattacked and the 
Viet Cong withdrew.

13 miles east of Saigon’s Tan 
Son Nhut airport, U. S. military 
spokesmen announced. 
They

South Vietnamese troops with 
U. S. air support killed sevei 
Viet Cong provincial and local 
officials in a helicopter-borne 
raid on the Mekong I^elta vil­ 
lage of Tan Hlep 35 miles south 
of Saigon.

of Viet Cong officials In the war. 
They said 24 other Viet Cong 
were slain and 29 w-ere taken 
prisoner.

It's always a good idea to get rid of excise 
taxes. 
These are nuisance taxes, created as a tem­ 
porary method of raising federal government 
revenue during a national emergency. These 
taxes if experience in two world wars is any 
Indication are extremely difficult to remove. 
They have a tendency to become permanent. 
It is difficult to define a luxury although the at­ 
tempt is made by Congress every time it passes 
and excise tax. 
Automobiles are a necessity for many persons. 
They are widely used in business. 
Long distance telephone calls fall into the same 
category. They are a necessity in the new spaper 
business for news coverage, handling circulation 
and advertising. Many businesses use long dis­ 
tance telephone calls extensively. 
A camera is no longer a fad in a newspaper 
news room if it ever was. People demand news­ 
paper pictures and they provide a graphic way 
of telling the news. They often tell the story 
better than words. 
Yet new cars, long distance calls and photo­ 
graphic supplies have been subject to excise 
tax for many years after the end of World War 
II. These taxes have exerted an unhealthy re ­ 
straint on trade. 
The harm of these nusance taxes on such 
luxury items as women's furs and jewelry 
outweigh any benefit to government financing 
during peacetime. The fur and jewelry indus­ 
tries employ people and Ip ; have an important 
role to play in the nation's economy. They are 
factors in producing prosperity and are bread and 
butter to those who depend on income from them 
for a livelihood. 
For these reasons the country is rejoicing 
that Congress at last has given the people re­ 
lief from unfair, unwise and inequitable taxa­ 
tion. An irritation is being lifted off the pocket- 
books of consumers. 
Removal of the taxes should encourage many 
more Americans to buy merchandise, formerly 
heavily taxed. This should stimulate the economy 
at a time when there 
are signs the boom is 
beginning to falter. 
The position of Congressman Paul Jones in 
opposing the cuts because there has been no 
corresponding effort to reduce federal spending 
is understandable. 
Without question he is right in principle in 
maintaining that if federal revenue is reduced 
from any source other ways must be found to 
prodiflle the income lost. 
But 
AmejgfCan people have waited long., 
and patiently 
for relief from 
excise tax 
levies that make no sense in peacetime. It 
is true that there have been much better times 
to remove them than now but history cannot 
be altered and the action taken by Congress 
is long overdue. 
Almost any method used to raise federal 
revenues is better than the excise tax route. 
There is no m erit in perpetuating unjust taxa­ 
tion.

The Old Testament lament has its echo this 
year in northeastern United States.

Under the circumstances, it is not surprising 
to find man again trying to exert technical in­ 
fluence on the weather. Weather modification 
is as old as the rain dance and its results just 
about as uncertain. But a bill has been intro­ 
duced in New York’s state legislature, at the 
request of a dozen county farm bureaus, to 
permit the counties to join together and put up 
money for a vast cloud-seeing project. 
Modern scientific rainmaking started in 1946 
when a General Electric scientist dropped dry 
ice into a cloud over the Berkshire hills of 
Massachusetts and thereby apparently brought 
about precipitation. After two ensuing decades 
of experimentation, the direct evidence

success in inducing rain to fall in large quantity 
is disappointingly small. 
Moreover, what the sky giveth to one area it 
may take away from another. Artificial cloud- 
seeding efforts usually bring, more lawsuits 
from suspicious neighbors than they do rain 


from the heavens. Commercial rainm akers 
concede that ¿heir business has fallen off in 
recent years because of the uncertainty of the 
results. For the present, man will Just have to 
be patient and wait for nature to sort out the 
weather more to his liking.

What will the end be, if this 
philosophy continues to rule? 
Here is Senator Strom Thur­ 
mond's grim view:

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
AP — in a month now the 
American major whom the Viet­ 
namese call “ Tiger Eyes" will 
be going home, and he's count­ 
ing the days. 
“ The bullets seem to hit closer 
all the time," said Maj. Rob­ 
ert E. Ley, 34, McAlester, 
Okla., whose wife and four chil­ 
dren now live in Edge water 
Park, N. J. 
“ But you can't afford to get 
overcautious. That's more dan­ 
gerous than being reckless." 
The major, a slender former 
Army tankman, won his nick­ 
name because of his piercing 
green eyes. He wears a bright 
orange scarf into battle and 
comes from a family of war­ 
riors. 
His grandfather, a Choctaw 
Indian from Georgia, lost his 
leg at the age of 13 while 
fighting for the Confederacy in 
the Battle of Chickamauga. The 
major is a 1954 graduate of 
West Point. 
Ley is operations officer of 
the Da Nang special sector. He 
and the senior sector adviser, 
Lt. Col. Charles H. Brown, El 
Paso, Tex., also an ex-tank 
officer, have rung up a record 
here that will make them re­ 
membered in South Viet Nam for 
a long time. 
Last October their advisory 
team, consisting of three of­ 
ficers and eight enlisted men, 
was given the task of helping 
organize the safety of a 150- 
square-mile sector. It included 
the city of Da Nang and its air 
base. 
“We didn't even have a desk 
at the start," said Ley. 
They had six 
Vietnamese 
companies strung around the 


perimeter and two in reserve. 
Against them was an enemy 
force roughly equal in number 
but more experience — four 
“ main force” Viet Cong com­ 
panies and 750 guerrillas. 
“ The only way we could beat 
them was to go out and fight 
them," said Ley. “We didn't 
curl up and wait for them to hit 
us. We took the initiative. We 
surprised them." 
The team organized innum­ 
erable patrols and 42 assaults of 
company size or larger. In one 
operation they flew 700 men in 
helicopters to smash an enemy 
grouping. 
Their 
aggressive 
record 
speaks for Itself. 
“ We've killed 400 Viet Cong, 
captured 400, and taken about 
100 weapons,” 
said 
Ley. 
“ We've had only 25 men killed 
and 60 wounded. We've never 
had a man taken prisoner, or one 
who defected. 
“We've never had an Ameri­ 
can killed or wounded. Our 
troops have stood and fought. 
Men won't fight unless they are 
well led. Our Vietnamese of­ 
ficers are fine." 
Twice the Viet Cong made 
attacks on the air base but 
failed to reach it. The arrival 
of U. S. Marines in March left 
the special sector 'orce freer 
to step tg> its attacks. 
“ Now there are only about 200 
guerrillas left in the area," said 
the major. "We figure it is only 
a matter of hunting them down 
and shooting them." 
Ley likes to go on the opera­ 
tions as well as plan them. He 
has killed three Viet Cong and 
been awarded the Vietnamese 
Gallantry Medal with 
Silver 
Star.

Either history is wrong or 
there has been a profound alter­ 
ation of the American char­ 
acter in our time, as reflected 
in our dealings with other na­ 
tions. 
To listen to some critics of 
government policy, in South­ 
east Asia particularly, 
the 
United States is pursuing a 
course of blatant neo-imperial- 
sim. Under the guise of defend­ 
ing democracy, we are—they 
charge—pushing to the brink of 
war in a misdirected attempt 
to extend our national self- 
interests in a part of the world 
we don't belong in. 
According to one, Prof. Geroge 
McT. Kahln, an expert on South­ 
east Asia and one of the prin­ 
cipal speakers at the recent 
"first national teach - in" in 
Washington, the United States 
has consisrently failed "to ap­ 
preciate the importance 
of 


Aslan nationalism to work with, 
rather than against, that power­ 
ful force.” 
We are, he said, driving na­ 
tionalists throughout Asia into 
the Communist camp because 
the 
Communists have 
rec­ 
ognized what we blindly ignore. 
Whatever elements of truth 
there may be in such charges, 
lt is possible that the scholars 
might better serve their ideals 
and the struggling peoples they 
are concerned about if they left 
off castigating the United States 
for a bit and directed their 
energies to teaching the world 
a little modern history. 
One question they might well 
ask on an imaginary examina­ 
tion paper is: What nations, 
what peoples, are free today as 
a result of Communist support 
in the realization of their na­ 
tionalistic aspirations? 
The answer should be 
as 
obvious to professors and stu­ 
dents of world affairs as it 
is to the ordinary person. 
If the question were asked 
of the United States, the answer 
would require 
pages. 
Two 
examples leap to the mind in 
Asia alone—the Philippines and 
Japan. 
Hie Spanish-American War of 
1898 was America's first ex­ 
cursion into global "imperial­ 


ism ." One of the fruits of 
victory in the war was hege­ 
mony over the Philippine Is­ 
lands. 
Today, the Philippines is a 
free and Independent nation— 
something it surely would not 
be had the United States with­ 
drawn 
in its 
"legitimate" 
sphere of interest and stopped 
interfering with the national­ 
istic 
aspirations of certain 
Filipinos. 
In 1945, the United 
States 
utterly defeated Japan and im­ 
posed and institutionalized, as 
its conqueror's prerogative, its 
own ideas of how a country 
should be governed. 
Today, Japan is a free and 
independent nation, the most 
advanced in Asia and one of 
the most respected in the world.

Sen. McClellan Probing Un­ 
ion Foundations Chartered hi 
Liberia; With Cash in Swiss 
Bank 
NEW YORK — A stirring 
summertime replacement for 
less seasonable television dra­ 
matics will feature a familiar, 
grim - visaged investigator — 
Sen. John McClellan. 
He's coming to town for a 
series 
of hearings on the 
handling of multi-million dol­ 
lar pension funds by small un­ 
ions. 
No fiction, this. John McClel­ 
lan, always the Senate's first 
angry man, 
for months has 
had his staff probing two small 
unions. 
Their 
memberships 
total no more than 2,500. But 
the funds run up to $15 mil­ 
lion. 
It is the Senator's thesis 
that the government has not 
paid enough attention to thou­ 
sands of such funds. 
"This is a capsulized ver­ 
sion," said he recently in ref­ 
erence to two unions under 
probe, "of a problem which 
feces 
this 
country nation­ 
wide." 
"Today thre is a total of 
approximately $65 billion in 
union welfereand pension funds. 
These funds are increasing at 
the rate of about $5 billion a 
year.*Hiis increase will tend 
to snowball. 
"ft is vital for the protec­ 
tion of the individual worker, 
as well as for the economy 
of this nation, that increased 
attention be paid to these wel­ 
fare and pension funds and 
that they be sufficiently regu­ 
lated to assure their availabil­ 
ity 
for the intended bene­ 
ficiaries. . ." 
The Senator asserted all this 
in his request for money and 
authority for his femous com­ 
mittee. 
What brings him to New York 
for a one-man hearing shortly 
is a complex of funds and founda­ 
tions put together by the chap 
who led both unions which have 
been under 8enate scrutiny. 
Running two or even three local 
unions at the same time is not 
unique for some union chiefs. 
This fellow, George Barasch, 
held two charters and some 
rather global ideas. He was at 
the same time the leader of a 
Team sters' Local in New York 
and of the Allied Trades Coun­ 
cil in northern New Jersey. The 
Teamsters unit had Jurisdic­ 
tion over chemical and pharma­ 
ceutical processing firms. 
The Allied Trades Council 
with 1,000 members was an af­ 
filiate 
of 
the International 
Leather Goods, 
Plastic and 
Novelty Workers' Union (AFL- 


CIO). The council and the big un­ 
ion 
recently 
divorced them­ 
selves on the grounds of mutual 
acrimony and disaffection. 
About a decade ago, at the 
beginning of this era of the 
new class, money began to ac­ 
cumulate in the treasuries of 
Barasch's two locals. Being 
imaginative, he counted the mil­ 
lions and decided it was silly 
to let them lie around Just 
gathering Interest. 


So, as he asknowledged to 
this column recently, he or­ 
ganized something called the 
Churchill Associates, yielding 
to some latent Anglophile senti­ 
ment. The Associates then man­ 
aged the welfare and pension 
funds of both unions. 
And with a gesture towards 
economic fashions in other cir­ 
cles, Barasch's unions set up 
two foundations. Some financ­ 
ing came from a welfere fund 
and other monies from one of 
the union treasuries. 
He admits that these founda­ 
tions attracted the intense in­ 
terest of the Senate probers and 
the anger of the committee 
chairman. But there is no 
charge of misappropriation of 
money. 
One fund is known as the 
Cromwell 
Research 
Founda­ 
tion. Hie other: the Inter-Chem­ 
ical Research Foundation. 
For reasons only Barasch, 
and probably 8en. McClellan, 
know, one venture was char­ 
tered in Liberia. The other in 
Puerto Rico. 
Some $100,000 of one of the 
multi • million dollar founda­ 
tions, says Barasch, was de­ 
posited in a Swiss bank. Ques­ 
tioned 
about this, Barasch 
states he thought it would be 
a good idea to have ready mon­ 
ey there for groups of workers 
and students dispatched abroad 
by the foundations. 
A 
delegation of unionists 
did go to London last August 
for university lectures, 
and 
Barasch asserts that he had 
been 
making plans for fur­ 
ther implementation of the foun­ 
dations* monies. 
But he also has stirred Sen. 
McClellan’s interest with his 
recent resignation from the un­ 
ion posts to assume the di­ 
rectorship of the network of 
fUnds. The 8enator also charges 
that Barasch has retained the 
right to name his successor as 
trustee of the welfere and pen­ 
sion funds. 
Obviously the global-minded, 
precedent - making foundation- 
creating labor official will be 
squarely on the spot in this 
opening drama of Sen. McClel­ 
lan's summer long series.

CONSTRUCTIVE CHANGE 
The 1964 election 
results 
sounded the death kneel of con­ 
servatism as a title. 
Actually, the great debate be­ 
tween conservatism and lib­ 
eralism never really occurred. 
Though many advocates for both 
philosophies wanted a direct 
confrontation, lt did not come 
about. 
Such confrontation between the 
two prevalent political philos­ 
ophies in our country, clearly 
delineated, would have 
pro­ 


vided the public an opportunity 
to make a critical analysis of 
both. 
False Images for both pres­ 
idential candidates were suc­ 
cessfully created in 1964. One 
was actually presented to voters 
as the conservative choice, the 
one who represented no change. 
The other was portrayed as a 
"radical" who would upset the 
status quo in a great upheaval. 
“ Unchanging" or “ steadfast" 
are fairly accurate capsule de­ 
scriptions of 
conservatism. 
Conservatives’ resistance 
to 
change 
brought charges of 
“ anti-progressive" from the 
leftist camp. Now the leftist 
have a vested Interest in the 
status quo. 
Someone recently remarked 
that “status quo" Is Latin for 
“ the mess we're in” . 
Progress is accomplished only 
through sound, constructive ac­ 
tion. The American Republic 
must move ahead, out of pre­ 
carious 
quicksands 
which 
threaten to pull lt down. But 
this 
cannot be 
accomplished 
either by inertia, by lvory- 
tower day-dreaming, or en­ 
dangering the Republic. 
There is a need today for a 
political 
philosophy unresls- 
tant to progress but building 
on the solid foundation of the 
Constitution rather than rang­ 
ing out into the swamps of 
political quackery, trickiness 
or demagoguery. 
It must be a 
constructive 
philosophy. HLH 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHftiGTON — The contro­ 
versy is still raging inside 
the White House over whether 
to bomb the Soviet antiaircraft 
missiles around Hanoi before 
they can be used against UJS. 
planes over North Viet Nam. 
But the Air Force and Navy 
are fer more worried about the 
air-to-air missiles that are car­ 
ried by Soviet-made planes now 
in North Viet Nam. 
The Russians have flown in 
more than a dozen supersonic 
MIG-21 fighters and RL-28light 
jet bombers — a story that has 
already leaked is the arrival of 
another 50 MIG-19 fighters in 
crates sent by sea from the 
Soviet Union. 
Once uncrated and armed with 
deadly air • to • air missiles, 
these MIGs will be fer more 
dangerous than the more publi­ 
cized ground • to-air missiles 
now 
being installed around 
Hanoi. 
For this reason, the gener­ 
als and admirals have asked 
the President's permission to 
destroy the planes on the ground 
at 
their North Vietnamese 
bases. 
Note: 
President Johnson is 
deliberately 
striking 
North 
Vietnamese targets, 
e v e r 
closer to the Chinese border. 
He has on his desk a plan for 
cutting all the railway and high­ 
way 
routes connecting Red 
China and North Viet Nam. So 
fer, he hasn't given the go- 
ahead, except for hitting iso­ 
lated targets in the fer north. 
—WARNING OF WAR— 
A very firm though informal 
warning has been conveyed to 
the United States by Soviet of­ 
ficials that the two countries ap­ 
pear headed for war. 
Hie warning was not in the na­ 
ture of an ultimatum, ft was 
couched in rather friendly lan- 
guage, yet it was most firm. 
Russian officials pointed out 
that the Soviet people had looked 
forward to a long period of bet­ 
ter understanding with the Unit­ 
ed States and at first felt that 
President Johnson was headed 
in this direction. 
But with the bombing of North 
Viet Nam, especially at a time 
when Premier Kosygin was in 
North Viet Nam on an official 
visit, the Russian people had 
been rudely and abruptly dis­ 
illusioned. And as the bombing 
has continued and intensified, 
there is more and more de­ 
termination not to submit. 
It was 
explained that the 
Soviet has its commitments to 
socialist countries, just as the 
United States has commitments 
to NATO allies. And Russia 
cannot sit by and see one of its 
allies attacked aggressively. 
Fortunately, North Viet Nam 
has been winning, it was indi­ 
cated, or the Soviet might have 
moved before this. 
"The United States has asked 
us to participate in Joint aid for 
North Viet Nam," the Russians 
said in brief. "We have been 
giving foreign aid to North Viet 
Nam for some time in the form 
of the bridges which you have 
been bombing. Now you ask us 
to join you in rebuilding t h e 
bridges 
which 
you 
have 
destroyed. You can imagine how 
we feel about this!" 
The Russian people do not 
want a war, Soviet officials have 
explained. They suffered 20 mil­ 
lion casualties in the last war. 
There is hardly a family that 
has not suffered the loss of a 
man. 
Nevertheless, it was stated, 
the Russian people are ready, 
if necessary, to fight. 
They have been trying to be 
courteous 
to 
Americans, 
despite their present feelings, 
as witness the recent reception 
to the Cleveland Orchestra when 
it played in Moscow. 
But courtesy should not be 
confused with appeasement. Re­ 
luctantly, it was stated, the So­ 
viet government and its people 
are getting prepared to go to 
war with the United 8tates. 


—THE B-52 STRIKE— 
The confidential cables from 
Saigon give a different picture 
of our air warfare than that ap­ 
pearing in the newspapers. The 
controversial 
B-52 
strike 
against a one-by-two mile patch 
of jungle was no Air Force fail­ 
ure. 
The huge bombers flew 2,600 
miles from their Guam base 
and dropped 270 tons of bombs 
right on the bull's eye. 
ft was no fault of the pilots 
that the Viet Cong, tipped off 
either by their spies or air 
raid warning system, got out 
in time. 
American -South Viet Nam 
Rangers, who slipped into the 
area 
after the bombs had 
dropped, found only three dead 
and three wounded. But the tea 
kettles were still warm in the 
underground shelters where the 
Viet Cong had been. 
These underground shelters, 
incidentally, were as deep as 
32 feet — deep enough that the 
guerrillas would have been safe 
frpm the blockbusters, whose 
force was largely absorbed by 
the dense underbrush and the 
thick jungle carpet. 
Hie setback to the guerril­ 
las, however, was that their 
secret hideouts can now be lo­ 
cated and hit. Hie heat from 
their campfires can be picked 
up with infra-red devices and 
their weapons can be spotted 
through all 
the foliage with 
sensitive radar. 
Captured prisoners have told 
how the air raids have hurt the 
guerrillas' 
morale and are 
keeping them on the run. 
—CNE GENERAL 
TO ANOTHER— 
Strongest praise for the B- 
52 air strike came from Gen­ 
eral William C. Westmoreland, 
army commander, a branch of 
the service sometimes critical 
of the Air Force. In a confi­ 
dential message to Major Gen. 
Joseph Moore, the Second Air 
Division 
commander, West­ 
moreland cabled: 
"Personal from Gen. West­ 
moreland to Major Gen. Moore. 
"1. The performance of your 
strike pilots in providing close 
air support for the Dong Xoai 
operations was singularly out­ 
standing. Working under ad­ 
verse weather conditions, your 
pilots displayed true profes­ 
sionalism and delivered their 
weapons with precision. They, 
in feet, turned the tide of the 
battle. 
"2. Please extend to all of 
your personnel my warmest 
congratulations for a truly su­ 
perior performance." 
Note — Reaction among neu­ 
tral and allied diplomats was: 
How can there be any nego­ 
tiations tor peace when the 
¿nited States keeps on rain­ 
ing bombs? 
—CAS FIGHTS FOR LIFE— 
No matter what happens from 
now on in the Dominican crisis, 
UJS. delegates to the foreign 
ministers' conference in Rio 
De Janeiro, Aug. 4, are go­ 
ing to be up against the tough­ 
est opposition they have feced 
at an inter-American meeting 
since 1942. 
That was the year when, im­ 
mediately after Pearl Harbor, 
Under Secretary of 8tate Sum­ 
ner Welles tried to get the Pan- 
American foreign ministers— 
meeting in the same city — 
to vote unanimously to break 
relations with the Axis. 
Argentina and Chile balked. 
But 
President Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt 
finally authorized 
Welles to substitute a reso­ 
lution which 
merely recom­ 
mended 
severing diplomatic 
ties with Germany, Italy, and 
Japan. 
Today 
there are some in­ 
teresting parallels with that 
situation of 25 years ago — ex­ 
cept that this time the number 
of Latln-Amerlcan republics in 
rebellion against UjB. leader­ 
ship is three times what lt was 
after Pearl Harbor. 


Today four governments are 
working actively on a plan to 
present a united front in Rio 
and are opposing the proposal 
for a permanent inter-Ameri­ 
can peacekeeping force. 
Hie negative governments 
are Chile, Peru, Venezuela, and 
Uruguay, with the Uruguayian 
foreign minister, Luis Vidal 
Zaglio, acting as coordinator. 
Mexico is also flatly against 
the idea of a permanent con­ 
tinental police force, but will 
follow her tradition of acting 
alone. However, Mexican For­ 
eign Secretary Antonio Carril­ 
lo Flores — who was his coun­ 
try's ambassador to Washing­ 
ton for six years and is gener­ 
ally pro-UJS. — has exchanged 
views with his four South Amer­ 
ican colleagues. 
Not all are agreed on their 
reasons for opposing the police 
force. 
Venezuela, Peru, and 
Uruguay might go along if mili­ 
tary coups that topple elected 
governments, as well as Com­ 
munist subversion, Were recog­ 
nized as reasons for collec-1 
tive action.

But Mexico and Chile will 
have no part of intervention 
under any circumstances, hold­ 
ing fast to the position that in­ 
tervention 
violates the OAS 
charter. 
Besides this hard core oflm- 
portant Latin nations set to buck 
Dean Rusk in August, at least 
one other government —Argen­ 
tina's — is wavering. Two more 
may also swing over to the anti- 
U.S. group before Aug. 4.

TROOPS— 
Colombia and Costa Rica both 
voted infevorof sending a multi­ 
national armed force into Santo 
Domingo. 
But angry reaction by stu­ 
dents, organized labor, and po­ 
litical opportunists in half a

Colombian 
cities has 
given 
President 
Guillermo 
Valencia second thoughts on the 
subject. 
And the reports that Costa 
Rican president Francisco J. 
Orhllch is receiving from the 
commander of his 21 national 
policemen serving in Santo Do­ 
mingo have all but soured him 
on participating in a perma. 
nent peacekeeping body. 
Lt. Edwin Campos of Costa 
Rica has advised Orlich that 
there is open friction between 
his men and the Nicaraguans; 
that the Honduran contingent is 
considered unreliable and given 
only routine tasks, and that the 
Brazilians are grumbling be­ 
cause they have too much to do. 
Col. Roberto Francca of the 
Brazilian general staff in Santo

It's always a good Idea to get rid of excise 
taxes. 
These are nuisance taxes, created as a tem­ 
porary method of raising federal government 
revenue during a national emergency. These 
taxes if experience in two world wars is any 
indication are extremely difficult to remove. 
They have a tendency to become permanent. 
It is difficult to define a luxury although the at­ 
tempt Is made by Congress every time it passes 
and excise tax. 
Automobiles are a necessity f o r many persons. 
They are widely used in business. 
Long distance telephone calls fall into the same 
category. They are a necessity in the newspaper 
business for news coverage, handling circulation 
and advertising. Many businesses use long dis­ 
tance telephone calls extensively. 
A camera is no longer a fad in a newspaper 
news room if it ever was. People demand news­ 
paper pictures and they provide a graphic way 
of telling the news. They often tell the story 
better than words. 
Yet new cars, long distance calls and photo­ 
graphic supplies have been subject to excise 
tax for many years after the end of World War 
n. These taxes have exerted an unhealthy re­ 
straint on trade. 
The harm of these nusance taxes on such 
luxury items as women's furs and jewelry 
outweigh any benefit to government financing 
during peacetime. The fur and jewelry indus­ 
tries employ people n 1 Q v have an important 
role to play in the nation's economy. They are 
factors in producing prosperity and are bread and 
butter to those who depend on income from them 
for a livelihood. 
For these reasons the country is rejoicing 
that Congress at last has given the people re­ 
lief from unfair, unwise and inequitable taxa­ 
tion. An irritation is being lifted off the pocket- 
books of consumers. 
Removal of the taxes should encourage many 
more Americans to buy merchandise, formerly 
heavily taxed. This should stimulate the economy 
at a time when there 
are signs the boom is 
beginning to falter. 
The position of Congressman Paul Jones in 
opposing the cuts because there has been no 
corresponding effort to reduce federal spending 
is understandable. 
Without question he is right in principle in 
maintaining that if federal revenue is reduced 
from any source other ways must be found to 
prodiflte the income lost. 
But 
Amejt|tan people have waited long., 
and patiently 
for relief from 
excise tax 
levies that make no sense in peacetime. It 
is true that there have been much better times 
to remove them than now but history cannot 
be altered and the action taken by Congress 
is long overdue. 
Almost any method used to raise federal 
revenues is better than the excise tax route. 
There is no merit in perpetuating unjust taxa­ 
tion.

The farm pond, long a useful farm resource, 
can become a death trap for swimmers when 
precautions are forgotten. 
To make ponds safe for recreational purposes, 
the National Safety Council suggests: 
Place a fence that can't be climbed around the 
pond so children can't play there without adult 
supervision. 
Mark safe swimming areas. 
Place warning signs at danger points. 
Provide lifesaving devices, such as ring buoys, 
ropes or long poles. 
Post safety instructions for swimming and 
boating. 
Don't permit swimmers to swim alone.

CHANGING THE WEATHER 
“When the heaven is shut up, and there is no 
rain. . .'* — II Chronicles, vi, 26. 
The Old Testament lament has its echo this 
year in northeastern United States. Government 
officials say that unless rainfall in the region 
is more than normal this summer, water ration­ 
ing is to be expected in many areas of southern 
New England, eastern New York and Penn­ 
sylvania and northern New Jersey. Reservoirs 
feeding New York City’s water system already 
are so low ! ait a glass of water cannot legally 
be 
offered 
a 
restaurant patron unless he 
specifically requests one. 
Under the circumstances, it is not surprising 
to find man again trying to exert technical in­ 
fluence on the weather. Weather modification 
is as old as the rain dance and its results just 
about as uncertain. But a bill has been intro­ 
duced in New York’s state legislature, at the 
request of a dozen county farm bureaus, to 
permit the counties to join together and put up 
money for a vast cloud-seeing project. 
Modern scientific rainmaking started in 1946 
when a General Electric scientist dropped dry 
ice into a cloud over the Berkshire hills of 
Massachusetts and thereby apparently brought 
about precipitation. After two ensuing decades 
of experimentation, the direct evidence 
of 
success in inducing rain to fall in large quantity 
is disappointingly small. 
Moreover, what the sky giveth to one area it 
may take away from another. Artificial cloud- 
seeding efforts usually bring, more lawsuits 
from suspicious neighbors than they do rain 


from the heavens. Commercial rainmakers 
concede that »their business has fallen off In 
recent years because of the uncertainty of the 
results. For the present, man will Just have to 
be patient and wait for nature to sort out the 
weather more to his liking.

RETAILING SUFFERS WHEN 
ADVERTISING IS CUT 
Newspapers do not have to “ sell” advertising 
to those who know public opinion best — that 
is, political experts. 
Between August and November more than a 
billion dollars will be spent on political ad­ 
vertising in local, state, and national contests. 
Details concerning major candidates will be 
repeatedly publicized even though voters are 
already well acquainted with them. 
The politician, whatever his stature, does not 
make the mistake of assuming that the public 
has tastes which are fixed by first impres­ 
sions. 
The political scientist correctly assumes that 
the public generally has a short memory and a 
fickle loyalty. 
“ 1 begin each campaign with the assumption 
that no one remembers any good I have done, 
that no one owes me anything, and that 1 owe the 
public 
everything,” states a venerable Con­ 
gressman who has served his district 28 years. 
His philosophy makes good advice for anyone 
planning advertising for a business. For, like 
images, retail markets and brand names are 
in constant danger when advertising is relaxed.

Rob­ 
ert E. Ley, 34, McAlester, 
Okla., whose wife and four chil­ 
dren now live in Edge water 
Park, N. J. 
“ But you can't afford to get 
overcautious. That's more dan­ 
gerous than being reckless.” 
The major, a slender form er 
Army tankman, won his nick­ 
name because of his piercing 
green eyes. He wears a bright 
orange scarf into battle and 
comes from a family of war­ 
riors. 
His grandfather, a Choctaw 
Indian from Georgia, lost his 
leg at the age of 13 while 
fighting for the Confederacy In 
the Battle of Chlckamauga. The 
major is a 1954 graduate of 
West Point. 
Ley is operations officer of 
the Da Nang special sector. He 
and the senior sector adviser, 
Lt. Col. Charles H. Brown, El 
Paso, Tex., also an ex-tank 
officer, have rung up a record 
here that will make them re­ 
membered in South Viet Nam for 
a long time.

One of the fruits of 
victory in the war was hege­ 
mony over the Philippine Is­ 
lands. 
Today, the Philippines Is a 
free and independent nation— 
something lt surely would not 
be had the United States with­ 
drawn 
In its 
“ legitimate” 
sphere of Interest and stopped 
interfering with 
the national­ 
istic 
aspirations of certain 
Filipinos. 
In 1945, the United 
States 
utterly defeated Japan and Im­ 
posed and institutionalized, as 
its conqueror's prerogative, its 
own ideas of how a

should be governed. 
Today, Japan Is a free and 
Independent nation, the most 
advanced In Asia and one of 
the most respected in the world.

Our 
troops have stood and fought. 
Men won't fight unless they are 
well led. Our Vietnamese of­ 
ficers are fine.” 
Twice the Viet Cong made 
attacks on the air base but 
failed to reach it. The arrival 
of U. S. Marines In March left 
the special sector '.orce freer 
to step up Us attacks. 
“ Now there are only about 200 
guerrillas left In the area,” said 
the major. “ We figure lt Is only 
a m atter of hunting them down 
and shooting them.” 
Ley likes to go on the opera­ 
tions as well as plan them. He 
has killed three Viet Cong and 
been awarded the Vietnamese 
Gallantry Medal with 
Sliver 
Star. 


Sen. McClellan Probing Un­ 
ion Foundations Chartered In 
Liberia; With Cash in Swiss 
Bank 
NEW YORK — A stirring 
summertime replacement for 
less seasonable television dra­ 
matics will feature a fam iliar, 
grim • visaged investigator — 
Sen. John McClellan. 
He's coming to town for a 
series 
of hearings 
on 
the 
handling of multi-million dol­ 
lar pension funds by small un­ 
ions. 
No fiction, this. John McClel­ 
lan, always the Senate's first 
angry man, 
for months has 
had his staff probing two small 
unions. 
Their 
memberships 
total no more than 2,500. But 
the funds run up to $15 mil­ 
lion. 
ft is the Senator's thesis 
that the government has not 
paid enough attention to thou­ 
sands of such funds. 
“ This is a capsulized ver­ 
sion,” said he recently in ref­ 
erence to two unions under 
probe, “ of a problem which 
faces 
this 
country 
nation­ 
wide.” 
"Today thre is a total of 
approximately $65 billion in 
union welfare and pension funds. 
These funds are increasing at 
the rate of about $5 billion a 
year.* This increase will tend 
to snowball. 
” ft is vital for the protec­ 
tion of the individual worker, 
as well as for the economy 
of this nation, that increased 
attention be paid to these wel­ 
fare and 
pension funds and 
that they be sufficiently regu­ 
lated to assure their availabil­ 
ity 
for 
the 
Intended 
bene­ 
ficiaries. . .'' 
TTie 8enator asserted all this 
in his request for money and 
authority for his famous com­ 
mittee.

The 
1964 election 
results 
sounded the death kneel of con­ 
servatism as a title. 
Actually, the great debate be­ 
tween conservatism and lib­ 
eralism never really occurred. 
Though many advocates for both 
philosophies wanted a direct 
confrontation, lt did not come 
about. 
Such confrontation between the 
two prevalent political philos­ 
ophies In our country, clearly 
delineated, would have 
pro­ 


vided the public an opportunity 
to muke a critical analysis of 
both. 
False images for both pres­ 
idential candidates were suc­ 
cessfully created in 1964. One 
was actually presented to voters 
as the conservative choice, the 
one who represented no change. 
The other was portrayed as a 
“ radical” who would upset the 
status quo in a great upheaval. 
“ Unchanging” or “ steadfast” 
are fairly accurate capsule de­ 
scriptions of 
conservatism. 
Conservatives' resistance 
to 
change 
brought charges of 
“ antl-progresstve” from the 
leftist camp. Now the leftist 
have a vested Interest in the 
status quo. 
Someone recently remarked 
that “ status quo” is Latin for 
“ the mess we're In” . 
Progress Is accomplished only 
through sound, constructive ac­ 
tion. The American Republlc 
rnust move ahead, out of pre­ 
carious 
quicksands 
which 
threaten to pull It down. But 
this 
cannot 1« 
accomplished 
either by Inertia, by ivory- 
tower day-dreaming, or en­ 
dangering the Republic. 
There Is a need today for a 
political 
philosophy unres ls- 
tant to progress but building 
on the solid foundation of the 
Constitution rather than rang­ 
ing out Into the swamps of 
political quackery, trickiness 
or demagoguery.

CIO). The council and the big un­

recently 
divorced them­ 
selves on the grounds of mutual 
acrimony and disaffection. 
About a decade ago, at the 
beginning of this era of the 
new class, money began to ac­ 
cumulate in the treasuries of 
B arasch's two locals. Being 
imaginative, he counted the mil­ 
lions and decided it was silly 
to let them lie around Just 
gathering interest. 


So, as he asknowledged to 
this column recently, he or­ 
ganized something called the 
Churchill Associates, yielding 
to some latent Anglophile senti­ 
ment. The Associates then man­ 
aged the welfare and pension 
funds of both unions. 
And with a gesture towards 
economic fashions in other cir- 
cles, Barasch's unions set up 
two foundations. Some financ­ 
ing came from a welfare fund 
and other monies from one of 
the union treasuries. 
He admits that these founda­ 
tions attracted the intense in­ 
terest of the Senate probers and 
the anger 
of the committee 
chairman. 
But 
there 
is no 
charge of misappropriation of 
money. 
One fund is known as the 
Cromwell 
Research 
Founda­ 
tion. Tlie other: the Inter-Chem- 
leal Research Foundation. 
For reasons only Barasch, 
and probably Sen. McClellan, 
know, one venture was char­ 
tered in Liberia. TTie other in 
Puerto Rico. 
Some $100,000 of one of the 
multi • million dollar founda­ 
tions, says Barasch, was de­ 
posited in a Swiss bank. Ques­ 
tioned 
about this, 
Barasch 
states he thought it would be 
a good idea to have ready mon­ 
ey there for groups of workers 
and students dispatched abroad 
by the foundations. 
A 
delegation 
of unionists 
did go to London last August 
for university lectures, 
and 
Barasch asserts that he had 
been 
making [dans for fur­ 
ther implementation of the foun­ 
dations' monies. 
But he also has stirred Sen. 
McClellan's interest with his 
recent resignation from the un­ 
ion 
posts to assume the di­ 
rectorship of the network of 
funds. The 8enator also charges 
that Barasch has retained the 
right to name his successor as 
trustee of the welfare and pen­ 
sion funds. 
Obviously the global-minded, 
precedent • making foundation- 
creating labor official will be 
squarely on the spot in this 
opening drama of Sen. McClel­ 
lan's summer long series. 


WASHINGTON — The contro­ 
versy is still raging Inside 
the White House over whether 
to bomb the Soviet antiaircraft 
m issiles around Hanoi before 
they can be used against U £. 
planes over North Viet Nam. 
But the Air Force and Navy 
are far more worried about the 
air-to-air m issiles that are car­ 
ried by Soviet-made planes now 
in North Viet Nam. 
The Russians have flown in 
more than a dozen supersonic 
MIG-21 fighters and RL-28light 
jet bombers — a story that has 
already leaked is the arrival of 
another 50 MIG-19 fighters in 
crates sent by sea from the 
Soviet Union. 
Once uncrated and armed with 
deadly air • to • air m issiles, 
these MIGs will be tor more 
dangerous than the more publi­ 
cized ground - to -a ir missiles 
now 
being 
installed around 
Hanoi. 
For this reason, the gener­ 
als and adm irals have asked 
the President's permission to 
destroy the planes on the ground 
at 
their North 
Vietnamese 
bases. 
Note: 
President Johnson is 
deliberately 
striking 
North 
Vietnamese targets, 
e v e r 
closer to the Chinese border. 
He has on his desk a plan for 
cutting all the railway and high­ 
way 
routes 
connecting 
Red 
China and North Viet Nam. So 
far, he hasn't given the go- 
ahead, except for hitting iso­ 
lated targets in the tor north. 
—WARNING OF WAR— 
A very firm though Informal 
warning has been conveyed to 
the United States by Soviet of­ 
ficials that the two countries ap­ 
pear headed for war. 
TTie warning was not in the na­ 
ture of an ultimatum, ft was 
couched in rather friendly lan- 
guage, yet it was most firm . 
Russian officials pointed out 
that the Soviet people had looked 
forward to a long period of bet­ 
ter understanding with the Unit­ 
ed States and at first felt that 
President Johnson was headed 
in this direction. 
But with the bombing of North 
Viet Nam, especially at a time 
when Prem ier Kosygin was in 
North Viet Nam on an official 
visit, the Russian people had 
been rudely and abruptly dis­ 
illusioned.

to NATO allies. And Russia 
cannot sit by and see one of its 
allies attacked aggressively. 
Fortunately, North Viet Nam 
has been winning, it was indi­ 
cated, or the Soviet might have 
moved before this. 
“ The United States has asked 
us to participate in Joint aid for 
North Viet Nam,” the Russians 
said in brief. "We have been 
giving foreign aid to North Viet 
Nam for some time in the form 
of the bridges which you have 
been bombing. Now you ask us 
to join you In rebuilding t h e 
bridges 
which 
you 
have 
destroyed. You can imagine how 
we feel about this!” 
The Russian people do not 
want a war, Soviet officials have 
explained. They suffered 20 mil­ 
lion casualties in the last war. 
There is hardly a family that 
has not suffered the loss of a 
man. 
Nevertheless, it was stated, 
the Russian people are ready, 
If necessary, to fight. 
They have been trying to be 
courteous 
to 
Americans, 
despite their present feelings, 
as witness the recent reception 
to the Cleveland Orchestra when 
lt played in Moscow. 
But courtesy should not be 
confused with appeasement. Re­ 
luctantly, lt was stated, the So­ 
viet government and its people 
are getting prepared to go to 
war with the United 8tates.

TTie setback to the guerril­ 
las, however, was that their 
secret hideouts can now be lo­ 
cated and hit. T7ie heat from 
their cam pfires can be picked 
up with infra-red devices and 
their weapons can be spotted 
through all 
the foliage with 
sensitive radar. 
Captured prisoners have told 
how the air raids have hurt the 
guerrillas* 
morale 
and are 
keeping them on the run.

TO ANOTHER— 
Strongest praise for the B- 
52 air strike came from Gen­ 
eral William C. Westmoreland, 
army commander, a branch of 
the service sometimes critical 
of the Air Force.

Some actual construction could 
start reasonably soon

Nov. 8, 1966. That is the earliest 
possible date set for Issuing 
work orders for construction 
of the below-water channel sub­ 
structure. However, the sched­ 
ule permits a 298-day time lag 
on that item setting the final 
date the work order can be 
Issued at January 26, 1968. 
“ November, 1966 is the best 
estimate we have right now of 
when construction will actually 
start,“ Tennessee State En­ 
gineer Warner Dunlap told the 
Journal. 
“We would like to tie it in 
with construction on the new 
bridge at Memphis and com­ 
plete the two projects slmu- 
taneously.

Harvard P rojessor A sserts 
S tudent Unrest Encouraging

NEW YORK (AP) — Much of 
the student unrest and discon­ 
tent sweeping college campuses 
is an encouraging phenomenon, 
but it must be guided and con­ 
trolled by the faculties, a Har­ 
vard professor said today. 
Dr. Dana L. Farnsworth, di­ 
rector of Harvard University's 
health services, said “ impa­ 
tience with Injustice** Is an at­ 
tribute which we should try to 
develop and encourage in our 
students. But such Impatience 
should not be so impulsive as 
to be destructive of individuals 
or ideas." 
Farnsworth, In an address 
prepared for the annual conven- 


tion of the National Education 
Association, said student rebel­ 
lion can be channeled Into con­ 
structive lines ft the college ad­ 
ministration arid feeulty treat 
students with scHjpulous fair­ 
ness and consisteèèy^And listen 
to their complaints, do matter 
how trivial. 
Another speaker, President 
E. K. Fretwell of the Associa­ 
tion for Higher Education, sug­ 
gested that student leaders be 
given a greater role In helping 
to run the colleges and universi­ 
ties. 
They 
have 
proven their 
ability In the Peace Corps, the 
civil rights movement and oth­ 
er organized causes, Fretwell 
said In a prepared address. 


“ Why not tap some of this 
energy, this dedication, this 
young-man-and-woman power to 
do the most important collegiate 
thing of all: organizing and fos­ 
tering 
the teaching-1 earning 
process?** he asked. 


Fretwell, dean for academic 
development of the City Uni­ 
versity of New York, said, “ In 
the matter of judgment, some­ 
times in terms of practical 
idealism and Just good sense, 
student groups have 
shown 
themselve considerably ahead 
of adults." 
Farnsworth noted that the 
older generation has always 
found much to criticize in youth, 
but he said “ the present situa­ 
tion probably calls for even 
more concern than usual."

He made these points: 
“ For the 
most part, our 
present-day students have never 
had to contend with the impla­ 
cable conditions generated by 
extreme 
poverty, 
drought, 
plagues or economic depres­ 
sion. 
“ Millions of our young peo­ 
ple are growing up under condi­ 
tions in which they see little 
hope or meaning to their fu­ 
ture. 
“ Our 
young people have 
heard much more discussion of 


their rights than of their respon­ 
sibilities. 
“ Many students think of a 
college degree as a means of 
increasing their earning power 
or as a means of access to 
professional schools." 
Even so, Farnsworth said, 
“ the young are basically ideal­ 
istic if given a reasonable op­ 
portunity."

NEW YORK (AP) — Much of 
the student unrest and discon* 
tent sweeping college campuses 
is an encouraging phenomenon, 
but it must be guided and con* 
trolled by the faculties, a Har­ 
vard professor said today. 
Dr. Dana L. Farnsworth, dl* 
rector of Harvard University's 
health services, said “ impa­ 
tience with Injustice" is an at­ 
tribute which we should try to 
develop and encourage in our 
studenis. But such Impatience 
should not be so impulsive as 
to be destructive of individuals 
or Ideas." 
Farnsworth, in an address 
prepared for the annual conven- 


tlon of the National Education 
Association, said student rebel* 
lion can be channeled Into con­ 
structive lines tt the college ad* 
ministration and feculty treat 
students with scifti|mlous fair­ 
ness and conslsteini^And listen 
to their complaints, no matter 
how trivial. 
Another speaker, President 
E. K. Fretwell of the Associa­ 
tion for Higher Education, sug­ 
gested that student leaders be 
given a greater role In helping 
to run the colleges and universi­ 
ties. 
They 
have 
proven their 
ability in the Peace Corps, the 
civil rights movement and oth­ 
er organized causes, Fretwell 
said In a prepared address. 


“ Why not tap some of this 
energy, this dedication, this 
young-man-and-woman power to 
do the most important collegiate 
thing of all: organizing and fos­ 
tering 
the teaching-1 earning 
process?" he asked. 


Fretwell, dean for academic 
development of the City Uni­ 
versity of New York, said, “ In 
the matter of judgment, some­ 
times in terms of practical 
Idealism and just good sense, 
student groups have 
shown 
themselve considerably ahead 
of adults." 
Farnsworth noted that the 
older generation has always 
found much tocriticize in youth, 
but he said “ the present sltua* 
tlon probably calls for even 
more concern than usual.”
